ALLEGATIONS OF FRAUD 


T 


HERE is a scandal brewing as a result of the pro- 
ject for conveying the waters of Owens River to Los 


Angeles. That city has just voted by a majority that 
makes it practically unanimous, to issue bonds to the 
amount of $1,500,000 for the purpose of begiming the work 
of bringing in the new water supply. The total cost of the 
pioject as outlined has been estimated at $21,500,000. Sev- 
eral committees of business men and the city engineer 
have pronounced the scheme feasible and there appeared 
to be notning remaining but to begin operations. 


But now comes a communication from Mary Austin, ] 


the famous authoress who is a resident of Independence, 
alleging crookedness on the part of J. E. Lippincott, Con- 
sulting Engineer of the U. S. Reclamation Service, in se- 
miring the water rights necessary to the floating of the 
scheme. Miss Austin specifically charges that during tne 
tun? he was in the goveinment service, I,ippincott was in- 
<-trumental in working up the Los Angeles project which 
resulted in the abandonment of the government's plan of 
reclamation. In thi« connection Miss Austin says: 


At the time \\hfn, according to the reports of the City 


Engineer of Los Angeles, maps and all other necessary 
data pertain ing to the reclamation service were in his 
hands, the super\ King engineer went out of his way to 
keep the people of Inyo in the dark, promising them a fav- 
orable report and drawing glowing pictures of the future 
of the valley \\hen the reclamation plan should be ac- 
complished. Let there be no doubt of this; the proofs are 
at my hand. This was wanton and unnecessary; the confi- 
dence of the people in the integrity of the service was im- 
plicit. 


The allegation is made that Lippincott, to further the 


scheme, appointed an agent of the Los Angeles water 
promoters as a representative of the reclamation service, 
who made use of hia government position and the data 
of the service, to make purchases of land and water rights 
in the valley, the people who sold to him believing that 
thereby they ^ere promoting the reclamation of the arid 
lands, of which the government project called for the irri- 
gation of about 280,000 acres. 


And it appears that on July 26th last, at a meeting of 


government engineers in San Francisco, Lippincott, al- 
though finding no fault with the government project for 
reclamation in Owens River Valley, came out openly In 
advocacy of its abandonment, in favor Df the City of Los 
Angeles. 


Miss Austin goes on to stay that the people of Los 


Angeles have been milled and deceived with regard to the 
water rights secured in Inyo County by the secret agents 
of the city; that the quantity is far less than has been 
stated there, and the quality inferior But these things 
concern them only, says the Sacramento Bee,. What the 
people would like to know is whether Engineer Lippincott 
has in fact been abusing his official portion and betraying 
the interests of the farmers and landowners of Inyo Coun- 
ty in violation of his duties and obligations to the govern- 
ment. At the very lea«t, there would seem to be a grave 
impropriety In his acting as an agent for Ix>«« Angeles 
while the leclamation se-vice had in hand a project of a 
conflicting .sort.

THE TREATY AS SIGNED

T last the peace treaty has been signed by the plen- 


ipotentiaries at Portsmouth, and all that is re- 


quired to put it in operation is the signatures of the rulers 
of Russia and Japan. 


There is little question that these rulers will do this, 


says the Butte Miner, for they have been kept thoroughly 
informed concerning the various provisions and amend- 
ments made to the document as agreed upon by the envoys 
5=0 that it would appear to be impossible that either empe- 
ror should balk when it comes to placing his sign manual 
upon the Instrument.

Now that the treaty is signed and its provisions have 


been summarized for publication, it is not apparent that 
Japan gave away very much that was of special value to 
h*. 


It rather looks as though the representatives of the 


Mikado had originally presented more claims than they 
had any intention of enforcing.and it is possible that they 
did this for the purpose of having something to throw off 
v,hen pressed by the Russian plenipotentiaries. 


There can be no question that had the Japanese to 


--tart with, confined their demands to the concession? they 
'' ave now obtained, th<>«e claims would have been materi- 
- lly cut down. 


They appear to have gone oc the plan of asking for a 


sued deal more than they had any hope of getting, with a 
\iew of giving away some points to Russia. 


Following recent precedents. Japan was entitled to an 


indemnity, but she gave that up without very much of a 
contest. Then, again, her demand! that she should be given 
possession of the interned Russian ships was evidently a 
claim put forth for tracing purposes and without any se- 
rious Intention of pressing home. 


Considering the epitome of the treaty as sent out by 


the Associated Press, it Is very plain that Japan has 
gained some very great and valuable concessions from the 
Russians. The Mikado has secured a great deal more than

J. \V. Circe of Carson, Dr. Sullivan of 
Virginia City and Dr. P.erry, prison 
physician, registered the pulsations of 
the henrt each minute and after twelve 
minutes and fifty second had elapsed 
Warden Considir.e, at a signal given

SUCCESSFUL EXECUTION 


In sppakf'i^ of 
the execution Dr. 


Circe said: 


"It is rny belief that death came to 


Hancock unaccompanied by any pain 
and that life was wholly extinct be- 
fore three minutes had elapsed. This 
was brought about by the knot having 
been placed exm t l v in the proper place. 
Such a thing might never occur again. 
Hanging i« generally accompanied by 
convulsions and spasmodic contrac- 
tions or the part of the victim. They 
were totilly absent in this ca^e. 
The 


indirect cause of Hancock's death was 
of course hanging. 
The direct cause, 


however, was 'lie severing of the cer- 
vical vertebra from the cranium." 


PLACED IN THE COFFIN 


Shortly after the execution the body 


I was cut down and placed in a plain 
black coffin.

WOULD NOT CONFESS 


Thirty minutes to the time set for 


h's execution, when interviewed by 
the Journal representative, Hancock 
said:
